The injunction prevented a city 
election on an initiative proposal 
which would have created a highly 
restrictive city zoning ordinance. 

If successful the initiative would 
have imposed rigid controls on 
commercial development, 
required 10,000 square foot lots 
in R-1 zones and 15,000 in E-4 
small estate zones. In addition it 
would have prohibited any more 
zoning for apartments or mobile 


~ home parks. 


Passage of the initiative would 
also mean that any zone change 
would have to be voted on by the 
people of the city. 

The permanent injunction had 
been issued on the grounds that 
zoning could not be changed by 
election since state law requires 
notice and public hearings before 
a vote.

Series To Inform On Fires 


This will be the first in a 
series of articles designed to 
inform the citizens. of 
Placentia of matters 
concerning fires, fire 


equipment, fire stations, 
and fire personnel. 
In 1947, then President 


Harry S. Truman called a 
National Conference to deal 
with the subject of fire. 

The subject matter of the 
meeting appeared to be that 
the future belonged to those 
who prepared to deal with 
measures which would 
prevent fire before it starts. 

Fire is not limited to the 
keen interests of firemen 
and insurance companies. 
All people should be vitally 
concerned with respect to 
life safety, property loss, 
business loss, and personal 


loss of items that have 
considerable sentimental 
value that cannot be 
replaced. 


Heat is a form of energy; 
it no longer means only a 
source of comfort or a 
means of making food more 
palatable; its many and 
varied uses increase the 
probability of fire occurring 


in a home or_ business 
manyfold. 

The technical aspects of 
fire indicate that a 
combination of three 
EROTOTS > AWS ts De 
present—heat, fuel, and 


oxygen. The lack of any one 
of these factors makes fire 
practically impossible. 

Fire loss involving 
businesses, whether 
comm'¢e.tciat of 
manufacturing, takes the 


building 


jobs of many people, in 
addition to exposing 
numerous other people, i.e., 
firemen, to unnecessary 
health and fire dangers. 

Factoring covering acres 
of ground; stores consisting 
of many stories, and large 
areas; hotels and apartment 
houses where the general 
public is concerned; expose 
many additional lives to the 
dangers of fire, therefore a 
well-rounded fire prevention 
program and_ public 
education concerning fire 
are absolute musts if we are 
to make our homes and 
businesses firesafe. 

The need for a continuous 
updated fire code and 
code and 
enforcement of those codes 
are extremely beneficial to 
the recipient, yet the 
recipient seldom realizes all 
of the research and 
technical work that has 
been applied to make fire 
safety what it is today. 

Fire Chief Jim Sims 
indicated that the goals and 
objectives of the Placentia 
Fire Department are to 
strive to prevent the loss of 
life and property to 
unfriendly fires. 

“We shall continue to 
pursue a vigorous Fire 
Prevention Program ‘in all 
areas,” said Sims. 

With the permission and 
cooperation of the Placentia 
Unified School District, 
Chief Sims stated that we 
see all of the school kids 
from Kindergarten through 
the fifth grade, each school 
year. 





“We continually present 
fire educational programs 
throughout the community 
with an overall objective of 
keeping 
property at a minimum,” he 
said. 


Fire Protection cost for 
the City of Placentia is 
considered to be extremely 
low. Chief Sims indicated 
that for each of the 23,550 
people in the City of 
Placentia, total fire 
protection costs only .03 
per person. This figure 
includes ‘salaries, stations, 
and equipment.

He gives ‘safety lectures at 
schools to remind 
youngsters and their parents 
that although Placentia did 
not sustain a bicycle versus 
automobile fatality for the 
year of 1970, seven 
accidents were reported of 
this nature, six of which 
resulted in injury to the 
bicyclists, 

Many of these injuries 
could have been avoided if 
the bicyclists would have 
just kept in mind the 
following safety rules: Keep 
bicycle in good mechanical 
condition, obey all traffic 
rules and _ signs, walk 
across busy 
intersections, ride alone on 
bicycles, at night be sure 
your headlight and_ rear 
reflectors are in good 
condition, remember that 
bicycles are to be ridden or 
driven as a vehicle would, 


regarding stop signs, right 
side of roadway. 

All bicycles should be 
licensed and locked when 
not in use to ensure the 
owner against theft. In 
1970, 256 bicycles were 


reported stolen in the city. 
Most of the thefts occurred 
at schools and stores where 
the owners failed to lock 
their bicycle.

MARLIN FISHING VERY GOOD 


Boats from Long Beach to San Diego are reporting lots of 
strikes from marlin with many of the big game fish being 
boated. The bill fish are hitting feathers, Knuckleheads and 
live mackerel in the channel. with the hot spots being the 
209, 43, 277, and the east end of Catalina and San 
Clemente Islands. 

The water is very warm, averaging about 74.5 degrees in 
midchannel, and this should produce excellent fishing 
conditions throughout the month of September. 


ALBACORE UP TO THEIR OLD TRICKS 


The albacore have been playing hide and seek with anglers 
up and down the entire coastline. Some days offer good 
fishing while others leave a lot to be desired. 

The fish are still in the waters off the Orange County 
coast line and they should settle down and put on a good 
showing as the water starts to cool. 

The larger fish have moved in and seasoned skippers from 
Art’s Landing and Davey’s Locker predict that the longfins 
will be around for awhile. 

One of the best rods manufactured to handle the big 
albacore is the Sabre “Stroker” rod. The short rod was 
designed by Mike Stoker of California Tackle Company, 
and with it the angler has almost complete control of the 
fish. 

Most party boats are running light loads now, and as the 
month passes on, loads will even become smaller. Fishing 
gets better in September when yellowtail, big albacore, 
yellowfin tuna and marlin stage their best showing of the 
season. Just because summer ends, don’t hang up your rods. 


CATFISH GIVE WAY TO BASS 


The channel catfish enjoyed the spotlight during the 
summer months at most southland lakes, but as the cooler 
nights set in, bass will be taking over the headlines. The big 
bronzebacks, which, have layed dormant for the past three 
months will be on the move. Bucketmouths will be feeding 
heavily, storing up food for the winter. 

The best lake in the southland, come opening day 
September 16, will be San Vicente Reservoir in San Diego. 
The large lake has a tremendous bass population and last 
years’ opening produced an average of three keepers per 
rod. 

Vail Lake will be good for bass, crappie and bluegil with 
the catfish tappering off a bit. Vail Lake is located a few 
miles east of Hwy. 395 near the town of Temecula. Down 
the road apiece from Vail is Lake Henshaw, which, has 
enjoyed a good production of bass catches all season. 


BIG TROUT ON MOVE 


The High Sierras will produce some big brown trout for 
anglers working the larger rivers and streams as the trout 
start to move out of the lakes prior to their spawn. 

Bonus plants of rainbow trout will keep ‘streamside 
anglers happy for the rest of the season. 





Grant Lake, in the June Lake Loop, is_ highly 
recommended for big browns during September, as are the 
Bridgeport area lakes. 

All in all September is a good month for all active 
outdoorsmen to get out and enjoy the great outdoors.
